Lopez, bitterly critical of Holle- 
man’s methods throughout the various 
, Coast hearings and trial, has appealed

i Lopez made reference to articles ap- 
pearing in newspapers over the state 
regarding Holleman’s charges that

man has endeavored to get his name}. 
in papers such as the Mobile, Ala., Reg-| 
ister, in which an article recently ap- 
peared, reaching into the northern

“| trict. 

“Ho's ‘doing everything possible to get 
his name out before the people,” Lopes 
charged, “in hoped that it will serve 
as some pressure on the Supreme| 
Court. 

“Just watch the papers... He knows 
that as district attorney, whatever he 
says is news...and he’s making the 
most of it. 

“The pattern is obvious.” 

Lopez added that: he was confident 
that the State Supreme Court would 
over-rule the Pearl River verdict and 
reinstate him as destrict attorney. 

He said he was positive the law 
was on his side, whereas Holleman 
throughout his fight has consistently 
ignored the legal steps in contesting 
the election. 

“But,” Lopez observed dryly, “I 
must admit this case is 99 per cent 
politics and only one per cent law.”
